GERMANS REPORT

T HE German High Command communiqué yesterday was 

silent on the Northern front, while claiming progress in 
the Ukraine, a further thrust in Estonia, and.a tightening of the 
encirclement moves east of Smolensk. 


This mornings Moscow communiqué said that stubborn 
fighting developed in the Smolensk direction, where Russian 
troops, by counter-attacks, threw back the Germans with heavy 
losses. It also claimed that on July 30 fifteen German "planes 


oe brought down, and said that Russian losses were eight 
planes. 


_ Moscow yesterday said that fighting continued in the 
directions of Porkhov (about 150 miles from Leningrad). 
Novorshev (some 50 miles south of Porkhov), Smolensk and 
Zhitomir, with no important engagements elsewhere. It added 
that three attempts to raid Leningrad on Wednesday were de- 
feated by A.-A. guns and fighter ‘planes.

PETROL SHORTAGE CUTS 
DISTRIBUTION

_ The inability ot the Department of 
Supplies to issue supplementary rations 
of petrol will inevitably put certain 
traders out of business and cause conse- 
quent unemployment. 
An example of this was afforded by 


a well-known County Dublin dis- 
tributor of highest-grade milk Jast 
night. As people who are pre- 


pared to pav the higher price re- 
quired for this milk are, naturally, 
scattered over a wide area, this dis- 
tributor’s petro] requirements are con- 
siderable. At the beginning of the 
emergency, cutting them to the mini- 
mum, he required 120 gallons a month, 
He was allocated 80 gallons, which was 
later cut by half, and last month he 
received no supplementary _ ration. 
‘Under the circumstances, ' he said, 
“we find it impossible to carry on ”’ 
They had, as he expressed it, being 
endevouring ‘‘to struggle through” 
with gas-bags, but these were unsuit- 
able to his needs, for the maximum 
mileage which they could ebtain from 
one filling of gas was sixteen miles, 
and many of their customers lived well 
outside this radins It was also im- 
possible to get a refill of gas in many 
of the County Dublin districts which 
they had previously supplied.

“ Naval aircraft on Wednes- 
day delivered attacks on German 
shipping in the harbours of Kirkness 
aaa Petsamo,. in Northern Scandinavia. 
At, Petsamo little shipping was found 
in the port, and our attack was con- 
centrated against the harbour works. 
Anti-aircraft fire and fighter opposition 
were encountered, but jetties were 
hit, a warehouse and an oil tank were 
set. on fire, and generally great damage 
was done to port facilities.

PRISONER GIVES 
EVIDENCE 


ONE OF THE TWO MEN 
ACQUITTED 


OSEPH O'CALLAGHAN. one of the “two 
men charged with shooting at police 
and miltary at Oghill, County Longford, 

a fortnight ago, with intent to resist arrest 
ay effect their eacape, was acquitted by 
the Military (Court, after defence counsel 
(Mr. Sean Ma@Bride, instructed by Mr. Con 
Lehane) apried for a direction in his 
favour, O'Callaghan, a Dondalk youth, was 
arrested after a gun-battle at Oghill, when 
the aecond man, Richard Gaes, a 26-vear-old 
shoe machinist. from the same town, was 
being taken into custody, 

Yesterday was the third day of the trial. 
the Court having transferred to Dublin after 
hearing testimony in Longford and in the 
Roscommon County Jlospital, 

The case will end to-day. 


GOSS’S EVIDENCE 


Goss told his own story of the shooting 
when he went into the witness box. Iis 
counse! said that he would he the only 

witness to be called for the defence, and 
cugmested that the bullet which was foung 
in Private Gerard Kelly was not fired fro 
Goss’s gun—the soldier being wonnded 
accidentally by somebody during the course 
of cross-firing. 

The aceused man eaid that anything he 
did he did in pursuance of orders received 
from the headquarters of an. illegal 
organisation. 

Hic was sleeping at Casey's house at 
Ochill on July 18th. when he thought he 
heard the sound of aeroplanes, and got out 
of bed to have a look at them. When he 
looked out of the window he saw a man in 
civilian clothes—he now knew him to he 
a police superintendent. Climbing throngh 
a back window, he went to see what was 
going on, and when nearing a clump. of 
bushes a noise made him change his 
direction, and he found himself confronted 
with a soldier. 

(ioss, who admitted having a gun, which 
he got frem an illegal organisation, in his 
pocket, continued: ‘The soldier made a 
move to the bolt of his rifle, and ] gta 
the barrel with my left hand and pulled out 
mv gun with the right. |! was afraid that 
the soldier would shoot me." 


THE SURRENDER 


Then three or four shots were fired, the 
soldier let go the rifle, and  somehods 
shouted: “Shoot te kill.” A bullet whistled 
pat, and he fired in the direction of some 
ruins. le had not fired before this time. 
and when a number of shots were fired at 
him from the direction of the house he 
fired one shot hack and ran. 

“Shooting was brisk, and a number of 
bullets whistled around my head J fired 
another shot in the general direction of the 
road =OCallaghan and Casey, whom J] last 
saw in bed, were in front of me. |] slipped 
and fell, and shouted to one of them to 
tale the rifle which 1 had taken from the 
soldier. T then ran through another field or 
two, and firing got so hot 1 had to take 
cover in a dvke, where T remained until the 
military. and police came up, and Jf 
surrendered.”’ 

On the following day. continued Goes, T 
expressed my regret to the offcer and 
<aldier who were wounded, as | had no 
animosity of any kind against them. 1 had 
no intention of shooting at anyhody when 
I went ont. and the reason | shot was that 
I krew. my life was in danger and that I 


would he shot down It was not fear of »

saw the soldier, from allowin “ag yourself to 
be arrested?—The manner © the soldier. 
When I grabbed the rifle he went for the 
bolt or the safety catch, and I knew his 
intention was to shoot me 

Why did you think be was going to shoot 
wen ad suggest that a few minutes later 
several of them tried to shoot me. 

The question was repeated, and Goss 
replied: “Tt knew that t @ detective force 
Me. threatened that they weld get me next 


Then you ere going to escape and 


alt your way out if necessary ?—No. 


Goss denied that he had fired two shots 
and used ine soldier whose rifle he was 
holding as # screen. He fired over the 
heads of the detectives, so that they would 
not come any nearer, but had no intention 
of killing anyone. He also suggested that 
Lieutenant cendan Honlihan (who ‘was 
wounded during the shooting outside the 
farmhouse) was confused when he testified 
to an exchange of shots between himself 
and Goss. 


WOUNDED OFFICER 
AS WITNESS 


Before the State case closed, earlier in 
the day, Lieutenant Brendan Houlihan, who 
commanded the militar: party which went 

hill. was brought to the court in an 
ambulance fron St. Bricin’s Military 
Hospital, where he ir recovering from his 
wound, He testified that, as he was post- 
ing Private Gerard Kelly (who was alse 
wounded) he saw a man with fair brown 
hair strugg¥ng with a soldier. Near them 
were two other men, one holding a gun. 

“I ecoverc' the two men with ny revolver 
and commanded the man with the gun to 
drop it. He dis so immediately, and J 
went forward picke! it up, and put it in 
my pocket. As [ straightened up I saw 
the man whe had been struggling with the 
soldier pointing a revolver at me He tonk 
a shot at me and Tf took one at him. bunt 
we both missed Then we exchanged shots 
again. both imeffectively. 1 changed my 
revolver over to my left hand and fired 
again The man was moving, and I moved 
hack and took a jump over a small hedge. 
Then I realised [ had been hit ir the head. 
Private Kelly fell ave: the fence a few feet 
away and said: ‘I'm hit. too.’ ” 

The lientenant added that the exchange 
of shots had taken place at about seven 
paces. 

Both the President of the Court and 
defence counsel wished him a speedy re- 
covery, 

The bullet which had neen extracted from 
Private Kelly’s body was examined by a 
firearms expert, who said that it had been 
fired from a Smith and Wesson revolver; 
but all characteristic marks on it had heen 
de-'roved by striking a bone or some other 
hard substance. and it could not he com. 
pared with test bullets fired from Goss’s 
gun. Once tefore he had found a bullet 
@ken from a human body which bore no 
individual characteristics, although a bullet 
which crashed through a giass door retained 
its characteristics. Test shots fired from 
Goss’s gun bore very distinctive marks,

general costs, Mr. Justice Black said. ex 
cept the costs incurred in meeting the plea 
that the refusal of the directors to regi<ter 
er Olhausen as the holder of the 500 
Rharcs had not heen done hona-fide by the 
ilirectors in the exercise of their discretion, 

A stay of execution was granted 

In the course of his jud: ement. Mr. 
Justice Black said that if Mr MeCrath ail 
the plaintiff. as executors of the late F. F. 
Hafner, did not first offer the 500 shares 
to the directors before purporting to trans- 
fer them to the plaintiff in his personal 
capacity, they would have failed to observe 
a mandatory requirement of Article 7. and 
neither they, as executors, nor the plaintiff 
as transferee, would he entitled to have 
such transfer reqistered 

It was well settled that under such an 
article as Article 6 the directors might re. 
fuse to register a transfer. It was equally 
fettled that their power in that regard 
was a fidluclary one. and must be exercised 
In the interests of the company as a whole 
They mist net exercise it arbitrarily, 
capricious or corruptly, <5" 


THE EMOLUMENTS 


Referring to the salaries voted to the 
directors, he said that he had us doubt 
that the payment of those bloatel emolu- 
ments’ would convert that flourishing come 
pany from a dividend-paying concern inte 
a <«irector-remuneratiag enterprise. either 
paying no dividends at all, or at best. 
paving only such reduced dividends as 
would amount to a grave injustice to the 
niaintiff, who, after all, was the nevhew of 
the men who had made the business, und had 
been left 500 shares in it. lie was forced 
to conclude that a desire to facilitate the 
payment of those emoluments was, as least, 
a motive actuating the decision of the de- 
fendants to refuse to register the plaintiff 
in respect of the 500 shares. 

On account of considerations which he 
detailed. Mr. Justice Black said that he 
considered he was entitled as a matter of 
law. and coerced as a matter of fact, to 
conclude that if and so far as the defen- 
dants’ refusal to register the plaintiff was 
hazed upon the discretion given them hy 
Ariicle 6. it was not the reguit of a bona

| fide. or legitimate exercise of their - 


cretion, and if it could not be justified, apart 
from Article 6 it could not be justified at 
all Article 7 was, however, of tougher 
texture. The right of transfer of the 500 
shares in that case conferred upon the 
executors was the same right as that 
possessed by the late F. A. Hafner in his 
lifetime. 


* UNSATISFACTORY 
FEATURES 


Mr. Justice Black said that there were 
features in the case which it would bhe-a 
evhemism for him to call merely unsatis 
factory. If the defendants refused regia- 
tration in exercise of the power given by 
Article 6. thev would have been — ntirely 
justified in refusing to disclose their rea- 
sons, assuming that they acted bona “de in 
the interests of the company. which he had 
ir ‘erred that they did not. Their tactical re. 
fusal to savy whether thev acted wget 
Article 6 at all or not stood upon a diffe 
rent footing. If in fact, they acted under 
Article 7. he could see no reason why they 
should not have told Mr. Olhausen frankly 
that thev were refusing to register min 
because the executors had not offered the 
shares to the directors, or for their curt 
refusal to state their reason for refilsí ig 
Pegistration when the plaintiff asked for it: 
unless they were not sure that Article 
applied. and wished to be able to pre 
tend afterwards—if Article 7 was held not 
to appl:—that thev really had acted under 
Article 6 He thought that any norma! 
directors to whom a transfer had heen sent 
that they considered inoperative for non 
compliance with the articles, would in 
struct their secretary to write and so mform 
the person who had tendered the transfer 

If registration was reallv refused on the 
ground that the executors had not offered 
the 500 shares to the directors. he would 
have expected Mr. McGrath. in particular. 
to have jost not a moment in informing 
the plaintiff, whom he had said he looked 
upon as his friend. and who was, at least. 
his co executor. Mr. Metsrath seemed to 
have heen uncommonly secretive in dealing 
with his co-exccutor. 

In spite of the features of the case to 
which he had alluded. Mr. Justice Black 
concluded the plaintiff could not succeed 
in that action. If he had never acquired 
a legal title to demand registration, no 
motives which the defendants had in re- 
fusing registration could give him such a 
title.

INTERNED M.P. GETS 
HALFPENNY DAMAGES 


LONDON, Thureday. 

One halfpenny damages was awarded 
to Captain Ramsay, the interned M.P. 
for Peebles, in his hbel actions when 
Mr. Justice Atkinson, after a six days’ 
hearing, delivered reserved judgment 
in the Kings Bench Division to-day. 
The damages were made up of one 
farthing against the New York Times 
Company. Ltd. (the British Company), 
and one farthing against the New York 
Times Company. 

Mr. Justice Atkinson, who sat with- 


out a jury, said that Captain Ramsay 


had an honourable career for twenty 


years. ‘‘I am convinced’ Hitler would 


call him a friend. He was disloyal in 


heart and soul to our King, our 


Government and our people—a people 
fighting and dying, not for appease- 
ment or for the preservation of 
Nazism, but for victory and the 


destruction of Nazism. I believe that 
Captain Ramsay's claim to loyalty is 


false, and that any jury would find
